Withsummeron the way,most

According to Suzanne 
Braddock, associate professor of 
Intemal Medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska Medical Center, 
some of the side effects of too 


‘much sun are aging of the skin 


andan increased risk of skin can- 
cer, Peak hours of the day can 
lead to theseeffectsmorequickly 
than others, 

“You should avoid going out 


around from 10in themorningto 


three in theaftemoon,” Braddock 
said. “Those are the most dan- 
gerous times in this climate.” 

Braddock said there are two 
types of ultraviolet radiation to 
protect against: UVA and UVB 
radiation. UVA is radiation in 
long wave rays which happen in 
equalintensity alldaylong. UVB 
are the burning rays which occur 
during the hotter part of the day. 
Both can cause cancer and skin 
damage, 

Braddock said there are sev- 
etal sunscreens particularly ef- 
fective against ultraviolet rays 
such as a new titanium dioxide 
compound released by 
Neutrogena, Anothermedication 
Braddock suggested was 
Photoplex, which protectsagainst 


a broad spectrum of the sun’s 
rays. 

Oral medications, which pro- 
mots tanning, should be avoided 
according to Braddock. 

“Some (oral medications) are 
quitedangerous,” Braddocksaid. 
“Most are illegal in the United 
States and many people get them 
from Europe or Canada.” 

Even a short time in the sun 
can bedangerous, Braddock said. 

“ve seen life threatening 
melanomas thatcome aboutfrom 
even a short time of intense sun 
exposure,” Braddock said. “They 


‘can be very dangerous.” 


Melanomas, Braddock said, 
are malignant tumors beginning 
in the pigment of the skin andare 
the most lethal of all skin cane 
cers. Melanomas appear as ire. 
regular shaped spots on the skin 


‘with irregular borders and 


splotchy incolor. They can range 
in size from 3 to 6 millimeters. 

“This typecan bereal deadly,” 
Braddock said, “They spread in- 
credibly fast.” 

Braddock said those 20-30 
years old are at a higher risk for 
skin disorders due to excessive 
sunlight. 

“IT dosee occasional basal skin 
cancer in this age group,” 
Braddock said, “The most fre- 
quent condition, however, would 
be severe buming or wrinkling.”

“I? stechnically extremely demanding,” 
he said, “Mahler had a style all of his own 
in writing for the strings, and it’s almost 
that you have to shift gears mentally and 
put on your Mahler hat when you start 
playing him because every note has its 
ownlittle way tobe done,andheaddsalot 
of little accents and ways of emphasizing, 
You have to have a really good technique 
and a lot of control to bring it out the way 
he wanted it.” 

That too, Naughtin satd, is just the be- 
ginning of the difficulties Mahler’s music 
represents. 

“Playing Mahter is always difficult be- 
cause he didn’t waste any notes. Anytime 
you're playing, you're doing something 
important. He uses a huge orchestra but 
his music is very clear — not thick or 
muddy at all — so whenever you're play- 
ing, you’re on stage and everybody can 
hear you. It’s a tough piece for the orches-
